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REMARKS 
Status Summary 

Claims 1-13 and 16-50 are pending in the present application. No claims have 
been added and no claims are cancelled. Therefore, upon entry of this Amendment, 
claims 1-13 and 16-50 will be pending. 

Summary of Telephone Examiner Interview

Claim Rejection - 35 U.S.C. S 103 

Claims 1-13, 16-40, 46, 47, and 49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,353,450 to DeLeeuw (hereinafter, " DeLeeuw ") 
in view of U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2003/0182358 to Rowley et al. 
(hereinafter, " Rowley "). This rejection is respectfully traversed. 

As stated above, the Examiner has withdrawn the rejections listed in the 
Official Action. Accordingly, it is respectfully submitted that the present claims are 
patentable and a Notice of Allowance is respectfully requested. 
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Claims 41-45, 48, and 50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
unpatentable over DeLeeuw in view of Rowley , as applied to claims 1, 29, 47, and 
49, and further in view of U.S. Patent No. 7,278,107 to Price (hereinafter, " Price "). 
This rejection is respectfully traversed. 

As stated above, the Examiner has withdrawn the rejections listed in the 
Official Action. Accordingly, it is respectfully submitted that the present claims are 
patentable and a Notice of Allowance is respectfully requested.
